+, Recommendations for legislation to 
hermit cooperative development of pe- 
troleum pools without violation of the 
Federal and State antitrust laws were 
Made public yesterday by Secretary 
oe as chairman of the Federal Oil 
nservation Board. 
i The recommendations, drawn up by 
fhe committee of nine recently named 
to consider overproduction and waste 
problems, have bcen submitted to the 
Conservation Board along with a bill 
proposed to give the board the au- 
thority to permit mutual development 
of fields in an effort to conserve the 
Nation’s petroleum supply and _ pre- 
vent waste through overproduction and 
Tesultant depression of the industry. 
In brief the recomraendations were: 
*'*“Federal levtislation which shall un- 
@quivocally ceclare that agreements for 
the cooperative development and opera- 
tion of single pools are not in vioia- 
tion of the Federal antitrust laws, and 
permit, under suitable safevuards, the 
making, in times of overprodu ction, of 
agreements between oil producers for 
the curtailment of production. 


Would Study Waste of Gas, 


““Similar legislation by the 
Oil-producing States. 

“Immediate further study into the 
matter of waste of natural Bas, in order 
that legislation may be formulated 
Which will forbid such waste as fully 
as may be done without working in- 
justice and unreasonable hardship. 

“Legislation by Congress granting the 

Secretary of the Interior authority to 
join and to permit lessees from the 
Government to join in agreements for 
the cooperative development and op- 
eration of single pools. 
_ “The passag by Congress of the legis- 
lation heretofore recommended to it by 
the Secretary of the Interior, removing 
the existing mandate upon him to of- 
fer for lease annually, regardiess of con- 
ditions, 100,00" acres of Osage Indian 
lands,” 

The proposed bill would brovide that 
“no agreement by two or more persons 
for the cooperative development and 
operation of an oil and gas poo! shall 
be deemed in violation of any of the 
acts of Congress forbidding monopolies 
or agreements in restraint of interstate 
commerce. 

“Agreement between oil producers for 
the curtailment of the drilling of oil 
wells and of the productio: of oil dur- 
ing periods of overproduction, as such 
periods are determined and declared 
as hereinafter provided, shall, when 
made in compliance with the conditions 
hereinafter provided, be deemed not in 
Violation of any act of Congress for- 
bidding monopolies or agreements in 
restraint of interstate or foreign com- 
‘merce,

' “No period of overproduction shall be 
deemed to exist, for the purposes of 
this act, unless and until the same has 
been publicly declared to exist wy the 
Federal Oil Conservation Board. * * * 
Nor shall any such period be deemed 
to continue after the board has pub- 
licly declared the same to be ended.” 

The bill would authorize the boarc 
to prescribe rules and regulations nec- 
essary to carry out the purposes of the 
act. Furthermore, it wou'd provide 
that the agreem¢nts entered into by 
producers sh!! be in writing and filed 
with the board. 

The agreements would be subject to 
the disapproval of the board at any 
time on the ground that they were not 
in the public interest.

Altitude Put at 15,000 Feet 
and Minimum at 75; Fechet 
Explains Menace. 


Foliowing orders forbidding fiying. 
except for experimental purposes, at a 
height lower than 75 feet, the War De- 
partment yesterday, announced  in- 
structions holding high altitude flying. 
except by permission, or in emergencies 
to a maximum of 15,000 feet, or about 
three miles. 

Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, chief of 
Air Corps, issued the instructions for 
the reason that piloting of planes 
ebove that altituce without oxygen, is 
dangerous and may be tal. He sald 
the average man in good physical con- 
dition mav reach this altitude without 
danger, and can remain there for sev- 
eral hours without impairing his 
efficiency. Above 15,000 feet, however, 
artificial atd to respiration by means of 
specially designed apparatus is neces- 
sary, and even this does not remove 
he menace of unconsciousness or death 
yy asphyxiation at altitudes in the 
vicinity of 40,000 fee. 

Knowing at the same time that fu- 
ture air battles may have to be fought 
at many miles above ground, the. \ir 
Corps has worked toward perfecting 
oxygen apparatus and superchargers. 
the former feeding air to te pilot, 
and the latter to the motor. Pursuit 
planes, recently ordered by the Army, 
carry both of these feautres as stand- 
ard equipment, and will as a result, 
be able to function in combat six miles 
in the air.

Immediate resignation of William C. 
Gloth as Commonwealth's attorney for 
Arlington County, is demanded in reso- 
lutions adopted yesterday by the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union of 
the county, meeting at the First Baptist 
Church of Clarendon. The demand is 
based upon Gloth’s arrest in Washing- 
ton last week, when he and Miss Edith 
Scudder were charged with a statutory 
offense. 

In addition to taking up the matter of 
the resignation of Gloth, the organiza- 
tion went on record as opposing the en- 
actment of bills pending in the Virginia 
Legislature which would provide for 
local decisions as to permitting the op- 
eration of pari mutuel machines in con- 
nection with horse racing. 

The Gloth resolutions declare that ‘t 
“has come to the attention of the organ- 
ization that Mr. Gloth has heretofore 
been charged with sundry and serious 
violations of the criminal laws of the 

State.” They assert that the present 
charges against the Commonwealth's 
attorney “are such as to reflect upon 
the honor and good name of the State 
of Virginia, and particularly disgrace 
and dishonor the fair name and fame 
of Arlington County.” 

His resignation is demanded “in jus- 
tice to the honor, integrity and good 
name of the county, and the respect- 
able and law abiding citizens thereof.” 

In the event of the failure or of re- 
fusal of Gloth to resign, the resolutions 
request the properly constituted au- 
thorities of the State and county to 
take the necessary steps to remove him 
from office.

Walsh Seeks to Levy 


on Continental Profits 


In a letter to Secretary Mellon yes- 
terday, Senator Walsh, of Montana, 
prosecutor of the oil committee, sought 
advice as to how the oil committee 
might proceed to obtain satisfaction for 
the taxes due the Government on the 
profits of the Continental Trading Co 
of Canada, resulting from transactions 
carried on within the United States in 
1922 and 1923. 

“It seems quite likely,” the senator 
wrote, “that an income tax was due 
from the Continental Trading Co., Ltd, 
and facts brought to the notice of the 
committee lead to the conclusion that 
in all probability it made no return 
and paid no tax.” 

After calling attention that most of 
the $3,000,000 profits of the company 
were invested in Liberty Bonds, $230.500 
of which found their way to Albert B 
Fall and $800,000 to the Prairie Pipe 
Line Co. under circumstances ‘“nega- 
tiving the idea that the parties so ac- 
quiring the same are or were bona fide 
purchasers for value,” the letter con- 
tinued: 

“The company has since 
solved and its assets, 
Liberty Bonds referred to, have been 
distributed, so that it no longer can 
be subjected to effective proceedings 
for the collection of any sums that 
may be due the Government from it. 

“Will you have the kindness to ad- 
vise me whether, under existing law, 
satisfaction for the tax due from it 
could be exacted from the-holders of 
the bonds heretofore mentioned, and if 
not, what legislation, in your judgment 
is necessary in order that the bonds so 
held may be resorted to, or satisfaction 
be otherwise compelled from those to 
whom the assets of the corporation 
were distributed, and to prevent in fu- 
ture like escapes from the ee 
due the Government.” 


CITIES ARE SPENDING 
THIRD FOR SCHOOLS 


Aggregate Outlay in 250 in 
1926 Is Reported as 
$607,059,853. 


(Associated Press.) 

American cities are now spending 
more than a third of their total ex- 
penditures on public schools. The Com- 
merce Department announced yesterday 
that the aggregate outlay for these 
schools in the 250 cities of the coun- 
try having more than 30,000 popula- 
tion was $607,059,853 in 1926, or 37 per 
cent of the total city payments and 
$14. 51 cents per capita. 

Owing to the growth of population, 
the survey did not afford a comparison 
with ten years ago, but cities having 
more than 30,000 population in 1916 
were estimated to have spent but $6 30 
per capita on schools. 

In addition to the expenditure out 
of current income during 1926, the 250 
cities also had a debt of $982,000,000 
incurred during previous years for 
permanent school improvements, while 
the similar debt of cities having popu- 
lation above 30,000 in 1916 was but 
$285,000,000. 

The 250 cities in 1926 had invest- 
ments in school buildings, grounds, and 
equipments of $2,112, 000, 900, while the 
cities of 1916 had only $750,074,000 so 
invested.

Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 5 (A.P.).—A full 
report by Howard Carter, who has had 
entire charge of exploring the tomb of 
King Tutankhamen, of the past sea- 
son’s work in clearing the third and 
' fourth chambers has been made public 
here. Further work on the tomb has 
been suspended, as it now is open to 
the public. 

Among the igteresting discoveries in 
the third chamber was a flotilla of 

eighteen boats, a survival of an ancient 
_custom of providing the dead with 
transport to heaven. 

Another discovery was a number of 
beautifully carved human figures to 
serve as substitutes for the deceased in 
the event that Osiris, divine king of the 
dead, imposed tasks of penance on the 
new arrivals, perhaps unfitting the 
dignity of an earthly King. 


Miniature Gold Coffins. 


. 

A large part of the report is devoted 
to a description of the canopic Jar of 
beautifully carved alabaster containing 
the king’s viscera and an _ elaborate 
canopic chest inclosing the jar, discov- 
ered earlier in the year. The whole 
elaborate construction of these relics 
Was covered with gold and brilliantly 
inlaid sacred cobras. 

The chest itself, like the jar, was 
of semitranslucent alabaster and was 
guarrted at each corner by a lifelike 
statuette of the tutelary goddess.

Too Remote to Warrant Con- 
sideration, He Tells New 
York Realtors. 


New York, Feb. 5 (A.P.).—Rear 
miral Thomas P. Magruder said 
night that the most disastrous war 
progress, humanity and _ civilization 
would be one between Great Britain 
and the United States, but that such a 
war was too remote even to 
consideration. 

He asseited in the course of a speech 
at the annual dinner of the Real Estate 
Board of New York that he favored 
a smaller naval building program than 
that advocated by United States naval 
experts. Large naval building pro- 
grams tend to competition amonr na- 
tions, he said, and competition, espe- 
cially in armaments, tends to produce 
war. 

“I consider a well-balanced fleet for 
the United States,” he continued, ,“is 
one consisting of 18 battleships, 28 
modern light cruisers, 126 destroyers, 
20 fleet submarines and 135,000 tons of 
aircraft carriers.”

Frequently he invites upward of a hun- 
dres of the youngsters of the neighbor- 
hood to see some new film, He has a 
radio :n his home and js interested in 
latest radio developments. 

Hunting and fishing are perhaps the 
general's favorite outdoor sports, but 
he plays golf and shoots in the neigh- 
borhood of 100 when he is going well. 
There are two red-brown chow dogs in 
the Dawes household. When the gen- 
eral was with the Army in Europe he 
had a wired-haired terrier of which he 
was fond .and upon his return to 
America he got a wired-haired terrier 
named Merico, which was as nearly 
as possible the double of his former 
canine friend of the war days. But 
Merico seems to have absorbed some 
of the war spirit in the general’s make- 
up for he ate up all the firecrackers he 
could find on Fourth of July, year be- 
fore last, and died, a patriotic dgath in:

In Excellent Health.

Reed fired back the following day in 
his tones of honeyed sarcasm, declaring 
that he did not wish to attack the 
Vice President because the latter could 
not reply, and asking whether it was 
decent for the Vice President to have 
attacked him over the radio when he 
was not in a position to reply.

Praised by Harbord. 


“Dawes,” Harbord wrote in his diary, 
“is one of the finest characters I have 
ever known; generous, high-minded 
straightforward, courageous and very 
able. Outspoken and apparently im- 
pulsive, he generally thinks things over 
in detail and then puts them out in 
the impulsive manner. The air of im- 
pulsiveness is no indication that his 
verbal output is not based upon due de- 
liberation. He is a winning personality. 
very much of a special pleader and 
master of the art of insidious ap- 
proach.” 

The Dawes method of premeditated 
impulsiveness was strikingly illustrated 
at the first business meeting of the 
Budget Bureau afte: Harding had ap- 
pointed Dawes Director of the Federal 
Budge System in 1921. The idea of co- 
ordinating Governtrent expenditures 
and »utting them on a rational busi- 
ness basis was beh.nd the budget idea 
and was admittediy sound in theory, 
But much depended on how it would 
work out in practice: Dawes seems to 
have tigured that if the first meeting 
was Gevoted to the usual line of se- 
rious speeches there wouid be costly 
delay in getting the system started, 
especially as it represented a departure 
from ‘ld methods. So he decided to hit 
hard from the tap o1 the Beng. 

It happened tha: the Navy Depart- 
ment was short o1 brooms and was in 
the market to buy brooms in huge 
quantities, which, ot course, meant 
expenditure of a large amount of pub- 
lic money. The War Department had 
enough surplus brooms on hand to last 
ten years, with the prospect of seeing 
them rot by the thousands before they 
could be used unless they were to be 
sold as junk foi 2 song. It was sug- 
peated that th: Army transfer some of 
ts brooms to the Navy, but the Navy 
experts found that the Army brooms 

id not contain the exact number of 
threais that Navy specifications re- 
quired. So, of course, it would never 
do for the Navy to use the Army 
broonis. 


Calls for the Brooms, 


Dawes had these facts in the back 
of his head when he began his speech. 
He arose to address the dignified gath- 
ering and a carefully-prepared, smooth- 
sounding speech ,wes anticipated, But, 
instead of following that course, Dawes 
called for “the brooms” When he got 
hold of the handles he began waving 


them around, show.ng how one could | 


sweep as well as the other and, inci- 
dentuily, banging the floor and han- 
dling them pretty roughly.

Because of the success of the Dawes 
methods, he was sent to Paris in 1923 
with Owen D. Young to assist a com- 
| mittee of experts which desired to set- 
i|tle the German reparations question 
‘in the interest of economic siability. 
This question had long been a thorn 
in the side of foreign statesmen and 
had been the cause of the French in- 
vasion of the Ruhr valley. Charles 
Evans Hughes, then Secretary of State, 
had suggested the idea of a commis- 
sion of international business men to 
tackle the problem from a common 
sense business angle rather than from 
a political viewpoint. This was in 
Hughes’ now famous New Haven speech 
and Dawes was ultimately chosen head 
of the committee of experts of the 
reparations commission.

Caution on Klan Urged.

He 
stopped off at Plymouth, Vt., to spend 
an hour or so with Coolidge before go- 
ing to Augusta Cautious political 
Wiseacres had advised Dawes not to 
mention the klan in Maine because the 
‘Republican nominee fcr governor of 
that State was hopeful of annexing klan 
votes. Other political advisers suggest- 
ed that Dawes tread lightly and deal 
with the question indirectly, if neces- 
sary, without mentioning the klan by 
hame. 

When Dawes began his speech he did 


construed as having reference to the 
klan. He began his speech as follows: 

“I first desire to speak, as Mr, Davis 
did yesterday, relative to the Ku Klux 
Klan, I agree with him that it has no 
proper part in this or any other cam- 
paign.” 

Dawes proceeded then to discuss 
the klan, its lawlessness, its atrocities, 
its un-Americanism and predicted that 
civilization would disintegrate into the 
savagery “from which, through the ag*s, 
it has evolved” if the klan methods of 
meeting lawlessness with lawnessness 
were tolerated. 


Religious Bigotry Attacked. 


“Appeals to racial, religious, or class 
prejudice by minority organizations are 
opposed to the welfare of all peaceful 
and civilized communities,” Dawes said. 

“Our Constitution stands for relig- 
ious tolerance and freedom. This happy 
country has never been through a re- 
ligious war such as those which de- 
vastated Europe in the centuries past, 
and brought untold misery to millions 
of its inhabitants. We have progressed 
in civilization far beyond that possibil- 
ity, but to inject religious and racial 
issues into politics is contrary to the 
welfare of all the people and to the 
letter and spirit of the Constitution of 
the United States. 

“T have told you why I am opposed 
to the klan. Take what I have said 
into your. hearts and consciences and 
think it over calmly. However it may 
be with mind, there is no acrimony in 
conscience ” 


Holds Primary a Failure, 


After a careful study of the question, 
Dawes las come to the conclusion that 
the direct primary is a failure. He ad- 
vocates a return to the convention Ssys- 
tem of nominating candidates for office 
and would retain the primary only for 
the selection of convention delegates.

He believes that the great 
body of upright labor leaders and law- 
abiding citizens comprising union labor 
are the worst sufferers from the activi- 
ties of the small number of extreme 
radicals of the lawless type. 

Dawes is a strong supporter of effec- 
tive farm relief. _He used to be attorney 
for the farmers in the early days of his 
career. He believes in thé Lowden pro- 
gram and regards the principle of the 
equalization fee as essential for practi- 
cal farm relief. He takes rio stock in 
halfway stop-gap relief methods and 
wants action for the farmers and not 
an alibi for inaction dressed up in fine-

Philosopher and Musician. 


It has been said by some of the gen- 
eral’s friends that he is by inclination 
a philosopher and a musician and has 
been brought by force of circumstances 
unto the role of financier, business 
man, fighting man and statesman. 

There is no doubt that he likes to 
philosophize on many phases of life’s 
battles; that he is keenly interested in 
history, in archeology, sculpture, art. As 
for music, he not only likes it, but ad- 
mits that his parents were afraid he 
might become a musician and there- 
fore would not allow him to take les- 
sons. So he taught himself. first learn- 
ing to play on a flute which he used to 
smuggle into his room. Later he wrote 
a melody in A major which was pub- 
lished and later played by Kreisler as 
part of his repertoire. 

Dawes was born at Marietta, Ohio 
27, 1865, and is therefore 62. 
father was Brig. Gen. Rufus R. 
Dawes, who commanded the Iron Bri- 
gade of Wisconsin in the Civil War. 
After graduating from Marietta College, 
Marietta, Ohio, as a civil engineer in 
1884 he worked for a while as a sur- 
veyor. Then he branched out, studied 
law and began to practice in Lincoln, 
Nebr. He entered politics when he was 
asked to manage William B. McKinley's 
campaign in Ilinois. This was in 1896, 
and the following year he was appointed 


|Comptroller of the Currency by Presi- 


dent McKinley. Dawes then returned to 
Illinois, founding the Central Trust Co. 
and becoming engaged in business 
which brought financial rewards, so 
that Dawes’ fortune has for some years 


been estimated at several millions. 


Saddened by Son's Death. 


Whenever an artist paints a picture 
of Dawes he notes a faint but unmis- 
takable trace of sadness in the counte- 
nance ef the Vice President. It appears 
to be hidden somewhere in the fur- 
rowed line in the Dawes forehead. 
Dawes lost his only son, Rufus Fearing 
Dawes, on September 5, 1912. The boy. 
a student at Princeton, met his death 
while bathing in Lake Geneva, Wis. 

There are many cases in life where 
a son has found inspiration and guid- 
ance in the example of his father, but 
few cases, perhaps, where the father 
has been guided in life by the example 
set by his son. With Gen. Dawes, the 
character, sterling qualities, courage

“My boy lived long enough to win 
out,” Dawes said in his tribute to his 
son, read at the funeral. ‘Whatever 
the years would have added would be 
only material. In a man’s character is 
his real worth. 


Youth Was High-Minded, 


“He died suddenly in the midst ol 
happiness. He died with his high 
ideals unlowered. He died with all the 
noble illusions of a high-minded youth 
undisturbed and undispelled. He died 
without haying lost ambition, with his 
eyes fixed on the high mountains of 
life, where, beyond any question, hac 
he lived, he would have climbed. 

“But, dear young friends of my boy. 
he had already climbed the high and 
rough weys which lead up the steep 
mountain of character. He stood there 
firmly at the top. Mistake not. It was 
no easy victory. Material achievement 
may be both; but no moral victory is 
ever easy or ever accidental.” 

As a memorial to his son, Dawes has 
built the Charles F. Dawes Hotel in the 
congested west side of Chicago, where 
500 men can be cared for nightly for a 
nominal sum, and a similar hotel in 
Boston. Among the sterling traits of 
Rufus Fearing Dawes was a pasion to 
be of service to those in need.

BOYCOTT ON ENGLAND 
IN INDIA HELD FIASCO 


London Papers Report No 
Further Manifestations 
Against Commission. 


London, Feb. 5 (A.P.).—The attempt 
to organize a general “hartal” or native 
Strike in India is generally assumed 
here now to have been a fiasco, since 
dispatches to London newspapers re- 
port no further active manifestations 
against the royal commission on Indian 
reforms, headed by Sir John Simon, 
which met a hostile reception on arriv- 
ing in Bombay.

How- 
ever, in Many large cities, says the 
Delhi corerspondent of the Sunday Ob- 
server, the ‘“hartal’”’ was not observed 
by Moslems at all and was generally a 
failure.

WORK DONE IN AUSTRIA 


New York, Feb, 5 (A.P.).—Expendi- 
tures of $1,100,000 were made in 1927 
by the Commonwealth Fund to im- 


prove the physical and mental health 
of children, the annual report showed 
today. The fund was established in 
1918 with a gift of $10,000,000. from the 
late Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness. 

Other gifts for hospitals, educational 
and welfare work brought the total of 
the year’s expenditures to $1,953,557. 
The capital endowment of the fund 
now totais $38,000,000. 

The year brought to a close the five- 
year demonstration of health work at 
Fargo, N. Dak., and the beginning of a 
period in which that city will continue 
at its own expense the work begun by 
the fund. The fiv»-year demonstra- 
tion, the report showed, raised the 
heaith rating of the city from 320 to 
814 out of a possible 1.0%) points. 

Similar demonstrations were contin- 
ued in Rutherford County, Tenn., 
Clarke County, Ga., and Marion County, 
Oreg. Rural hospitals were established 


ftat Farmington, Me.;: Beloit, Kans., and 


Wauseon, Ohio, in an effort to improve 
local medical practice and to provide 
an incentive for good physicians to re- 
main in and young physicians To go to 
the country. 

In Austria the fund aided in the post- 
war child welfare work, and in a dozen 
American cities established child guid- 
ance clinics in the public schools and 
clinics for the study of child behavior 
problems. 

A total of $175,000 was appropriated 
for maintenance of 23 traveling fellow- 
ships for British graduate students in 
American universities. Grants also 
were made to research organizations 
studying health problems in this coun- 
try and abroad.

ALLIANCES WITH NONE. 

One hundred and fifty years ago today 
Benjamin Franklin and M. Vergennes 
agreed upon the treaty of alliance be- 
tween the United States and France. 
That treaty and its consequences insured 
the success of the Americans in their. 
struggle for independence. The Ameri- 
can people have not forgotten, and never 
will forget, the service which France ren- 
dered to the United States. 

A renewal of the existing treaty of 
arbitration is about to be made, with ex- 
pressions of a mutual desire to maintain 
an inviolable peace between France and 
the United States. 

The recent proposal of M. Briand that 
the United States and France engage ina 
treaty renouncing war did not meet with 
the approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment. It was not because of any un- 
friendly feeling for France that the 
United States declined to be drawn into 
an engagement that would in effect give 
France an advantage over other nations 
in their relations with the United States. 

While Americans cherish with grati- 
tude the service rendered by France dur- 
ing the Revolution, they also have in 
mind subsequent events which impelled 
this country to abrogate the treaty of al- 
liance and prepare for war. Neither the 
France of Franklin’s day nor the France 
of today is blamed for the events that 
caused a temporary rupture of friendly 
relations. At heart the two peoples have 

always been friends. But the events sub- 
sequent to the French Revolution empha- 
size the fact that nations are subject to 
violent changes and that every nation 
must guard its own interest. 

If the United States were disposed to 
contract an alliance with any European 
nation that nation would be France. It 
is impossible, however, for the United 
States to perform its duties and at the 
same time contract an alliance with any. 
nation, European or American. Jt must 
act alone, on its own initiative, and ac- 
cording to its own judgment, if it is to 
meet the responsibilities it has assumed. 
Within the lifetime of men still living the 
United States was compelled to order 
France out of Mexico, Spain out of Cuba, 
and Great Britain and Germany out of 
Venezuela. These were all unpleasant 
tasks, but they were in the line of Ameri- 
ca’s duty. 

‘Senator Borah, in an interesting article 

. Speculating upon the possibility of re- 
nunciation of war by the leading nations, 
makes this observation: 

The United States, Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, Japan; Italy and Russia 
will determine international law, interna- 
tional morality and shape the course of 
‘peace to a controlling degree for many 
years, 

These may be the leading nations for 
many years, and they may not. Less 
than fifteen years ago it would have been 
absurd to exclude the great empire of 
Austria-Hungary from the list of leading 
nations having it in their power to “shape 
the course of peace.” What may happen 
‘within the next fifteen years to affect 
the list of leading nations need not be 
conjectured, but the United States will 
not make a mistake if it adheres to its 
time-honored policy of friendship for all 

’ nations and entangling alliances with 
"none, separately or collectively; keeping 
4 -itgelf free at all times to defend republi- 
"can government in this hemisphere and 
_ having the moral courage to help to its 
feet any neighbor that might perish with- 
- out America’s help.

PROHIBITION OF SUBMARINES. 


Secretary Kellogg’s suggestion that the 
United States is ready to sign a general treaty 
prohibiting the use of submarines for any pur- 
pose need not: be taken too seriously, The na- 
tions are not’ ready to make such @ treaty, 
Mr. Kellogg recently advised France that the 
United States would be willing to renounce 
all war if the principal powers would do like- 
wise, Not one of them is willing to renounce 
war. 

Small maritime nations have in the sub- 
marine a weapon of defense that helps to off- 
set the’ naval superiority of great powers. 
There is no valid reason why the small na- 
tions should abandon the use of submarines. 
The argument that the submarine is ‘“‘in- 
human’ can be applied with equal force to any 
other weapon, A machine gun in an airplane 
can be inhumanly used against noncombatants, 
and so can gas bombs. The fact that the sub- 
marine was by the Germans in the 
late war is an indictment of the Germans, not 
an indictment of submarines. 

Naturally, British efforts have been made 
lo bring abgut an international agreement for 
the suppression of the submarine, If all nta- 
tions would prohibit submarines the British 
navy would be vastly more formidable than it 
is now. Neutral nations would have no 
method of protecting themselves during war, 
and their commerce would be at the mercy of 
the belligerents, If Great Britain were at war, 
with the submarine abolished, the British navy 
would make all commerce upon all seas sub- 
ject to capture. ‘‘Orders in council’? can be 
concocted with remarkable rapidity, pretend- 
ing to give the sanction of law to merciless de- 
struction of neutral property, This was done 
to American commerce during the late war, 
and it is the chief reason why the United 
States is now determined to have a navy that 
can protect American commerce jin peace and 
war. the United

will be required to consider the corn borer 
in making up all future budgets. Last year 
$10,000,000 was placed at the disposal of the 
Department of Agriculture with which to fight 
the invader. The campaign conducted in New 
York, Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania ended 
for the season with the first round of the fight 
decidedly in favor of the borer. But the fight 
is not ended, for Representative Purnell, of 
Indiana, asks for another $10,000,000 for the 
fight during the campaign of 1928, : 

It is surprising that Mr, Purnell should have 
been so modest in his demands. Usually such 
appropriations grow by arithmetical progres- 
sion. But the Indiana representative appears 
to think that a sum equal to that made avail- 
able last year will be ample for the coming 
season, and as there is more than $1,000,000 
of last year’s appropriation still unexpended 
he may be right. 


ABOLISHING BILLBOARDS. 


From tourists who drive over the improved 
highways of the country come emphatic pro- 
tests against the desecration of the scenery by 
the multiplication of enormous signs, adver- 
tising everything conceivable from milk to 
motor fuel. Many stretches of beautiful land- 
scape are completely obscured from view by 
unsightly billboards. From time’-to time 
members of State legislatures have initiated 
legislation designed to rid the roads of these 
excrescences, but they have failed to produce 
the desired results, largely through the in- 
difference of the lawmakers. Now Virginia 
has taken a step toward relieving the eye 
strain of citizens and visitors who traverse 
the highways of the State, and its example 
may be followed by other Commonwealths. 

At the third annual State highway confer- 
ence, which was in session in Lexington last 
week, it was the sense of the gathering that 
all markings along the highways, except those 
indicating locations of county roads, shall be 
eliminated. Delegates from all over the State 
advocated the union of county and State funds 
for road building and the prohibition of all 
advertising signs along the highways. Such 
eyesores can be erected only with the consent 


of the owners of the lands along the roads, 


and those owners are usually paid a small fee 
for allowing the desecration of the scenery.

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OVERSEA RADIO PHONES. 


Senator Guglielmo Marconi has announced 
that inauguration of a beam radio telephonic 
service between the United States and Great 
Britain is a_matter only of months, Consid- 
erable progress has been made with beam 
radio of late, he says, and it appears likely 


‘that the next significant development will be 


a system whereby voices can be superimposed 
upon code so that one beam will carry both 
conversation and messages, In that circum- 
Stance, he points out, the financial return from 
telephony would be in the nature of a bonus 
upon the telegraphic servieey,and it could be 
sold at greatly reduced rates, 

The trans-Atlantic telephone is now operated 
jointly by the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., and the British Postoffice. The 
tariff amounts to $75 for each three-minute 
conversation between London and New York. 
The Marconi beam system contemplates rates 
“very much lower than $25 for each minute 
of conversation,” and it is said further that the 
A. T. & T, is prepared to match the reduction 
should it be found necessary. 

One wonders, however, how the beam radlo 
can be put to practical advantage. The British 
Postoffice and the A. T, & T., through its con- 
nected companies, control the telephone sys- 
tems of their respective countries, Although 
the al system might establish central 
stations where facilities for transoceanic radio 
conversations might be utilized, the distribut- 
ing systems of the already established com- 
panies give them a tremendous advantage. 


ROBINS AS USUAL. 

Within a few weeks’ time newspapers in the 
Northern States will tell of the first 
ance of the robin in parks and gardens, and 
readers will be advised that the coming of the 
spring harbinger is later or earlier than usual, 
as the case may be, 

No bird is more welcome back to his North- 
ern haunts than this member of the thrush 
family. For, while not the first visitor to 
return, in every instance, the American robin 
has the habit of nesting as close as possibile to 
human habitations, and his peculiarities are 
the subject of animated discussion every 
spring. 

It is fortunate for the species that Congress 
enacted the migratory Until the 
Government recognized the necessity of pro- 
tecting bird life against indiscriminate 
slaughter by pot hunters, robins were regarded 
as game birds, and were killed by the thou- 
sand in the Southern’ States. Rando!ph 
County, N. C., was for many years the 
favorite roosting place of millions of robins. 
Because of the onslaughts of night raiders, 
who killed the birds by wholesale, the roosts 
were abandoned until this winter, and few 
robins were seen in the thickets where 
merly they rested in hordes, 

According to the Biological Survey, 
ever, in January of this year, for reasons un- 
known to man, robins again sought the former 
attraction of the thickets in the neighborhood 
of Asheboro. 

It seems incredible that so many birds of 
this species could possibly be assembled in 
one place, yet the biologist of the Department 
of Agriculture says: .

About a quarter to five the robins 
would begin to arrive, and in five minutes 
the air would be filled with them. As 
far as the eye could see, robins seemed to 
be dropping out of the heavens, to be lost 
in the cedar thickets, and it would be 
more than half an hour before any lessen- 
ing could be noted in the arrivals, The 
Hight cloud was deseribed by witnesses 
as being apparently more than fifteen 
square miles in extent, a mile wide, mov- 
ing for half an hour at 30 miles an hour. 
The pumber of robins at the roost must 
have run into seven figures. 

Then appeared the raiders with all sorts of 
weapons. Raids continued until lecal sports- 
men and bird lovers called the matter to the 
attention of the local, State and Federal 
authorities. Forty or more men were stopped 
from molesting the birds, but were not prose- 
cuted under the migratory bird law, because it 
was assumed that they were ignorant of the 
changed conditions. Warnings of prosecution 
in the Federal courts, it is believed, have 
served to stop the slaughter, so the children 
of the Northern States may as well be ready to 
welcome the robins, as usual. 


MARYLAND UNIVERSITY. 


The request of the University of Maryland 
for compensation from the Government for the 
privileges which it extends to residents of the 
District of Columbia calls attention to a situa- 
tion under which residents of Washington and 
Maryland have long labored without relief. 
Ever since the establishment of the University 
of Maryland, more than 70 years ago, resi- 
dents of Washington have obtained “land 
grant” privileges on exactly the same terms 
that were extended to residents of Maryland. 
As a result Washington boys and girls have 
had to pay no tuition fees, and for a sum of 
less than $100 a year in fixed charges they 
could obtain a college education. During that 
time Maryland has footed the bills, except for 
such aid as the Department of Agriculture may 
have extended to the institution. 

There are two faults in the existing situa- 
tion. ‘There is no reason why the District of 
Columbia, already underprivileged, should be 
the only section of the United States without 
vested “land grant’’ privileges in some educa- 
tional institution, nor is it equitable that Mary- 
land should continue to extend this privilege 
without some form of compensation. 

The problem was presented: last week be- 
fore the agriculture committee of the House 
by Dr. Raymond A. Pearson, president of the 
University of Maryland. The suggestion was 
that the authorization for compensation be 
granted through an amendment to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture appropriation measure. 
This is impracticable, since the proposal would 
then become subject to a point of order. It 
would be far better to establish the new re- 
lationship upon the basis of specific legisla- 
tion. Such a bill is to be introduced, and 
should be given careful consideration and ap- 
proval.

24 Patent Models Nucleus 
Of Langley School Museum 


Wide Variety of Inventors’ Brain Children Made Avail- 
able by Smithsonian Institution Subject to Board 
of Education’s Approval. 


Twenty-four tiny patent models, se- 
lected from the thousands discarded by 
the Federal Government through act 
of Congress two years ago, Will serve as 


nucleus for a miniature “museum” to 
¥e established at Langley Junior High 
School, should the Board of Education 
accept an offer from officials of the 


‘| Smithsonian Institution. 


The models, ranging in variety from 
a hydraulic engine to a machine for 
branding and doughing India rubber, 
were picked from a collection of several 
hundred dust-covered inventions, stor- 
ed in an unfrequented room of the 
Arts and Industries Building. 

They may all be had by educational 
institutions for the asking, according 
to Frederick L. Lewton, curator of tex- 
tiles of the National Museum, charged 
with disposing of the models. Already 
gifts have been made to Columbia, 
Macfarland and Powell Junior High 
schools and the Dunbar Senior High. 

The Langley “museum” is the con- 
ception of G. Derwood Baker, principal 
of the school, and Miss Harriet E. 
Bundick and Miss Hildegarde Hicks, 
teachers of general science. In addi- 
tion to the gift of patent models await- 
ing the school board’s approval, they 
have assembled collections of mineral 
material, stuffed birds and animals, 
and other unique exhibits. 

There is “Oswald,” a screech owl, who 
before his untimely death was the pet 
of all the students. Now stuffed and 
wired, he sits in the general science 
laboratory for all the world as though 
he were alive. There are bird nests and 
other objects garnered from the wood- 


lands about Washington, and, among 


the exhibits gathered from more re- 
mote parts, a star fish and the skull 
of an albatross. 

The models dgnated by the museum 
to swell the collection were selected for 
their relation to the science courses 
taught in the schools. When assembled 
they make an odd assortment, The list 
is as follows: 

One lifeboat, a bread slicer, terra 
sphere, billiard cue trimmer, fan power 
apparatus, machine for securing rubber 
rings to goors of vats, electrical ma- 
chine, steelyards, carpet beater, violins. 
elevator tower, grinding mill, machine 
for producing ventilation, bran scourer, 
hydraulic engine, middlings grinding 
mills, machine for grinding and dough- 
ing India rubber, machine for molding 
and pressing plastic material, staple 
inserting machine, machine for clip- 
ping sheep, churn, box malling ma- 
chine and.a clamping tool. 

All of the patenis antedate 1885, when 
the Patent Office discontinued its prac- 
tice of requiring inventors to file moc- 
els of their brain children. For years 
they were on exhibit in the old Union 
Building with thousands of other pat- 
ents from all parts of the country. 

Their storage became a problem in 
1908, when they were removed from the

Quakers Grow Fewer, 
Census Figures Show 


A aecrease of 1,126 in the number 
of Quakers in the United States over 
the period of the last ten years was 
indica.ed yesterday in a report of the 
Depariment of Commerce on census 
returns received from the 714 churches 
of the Society of Friends, Orthodox in 
this ‘ountry. The churches reported a 
membership of 91.263, as compared 
With the 92,379 membership reported 
by tue 805 churches of the faith in 
existence in 1916. 

The value of church edifices, includ- 
ing furniture and equipment, as re- 
portea by 665 churches in 1926 was 
$8,013 407, as compared with $4,262,- 
893 reported by 718 churches in 1916. 
Of the 714 churches reporting in 1926, 
160 were located in urban territory, 
and 354 were in rural areas. Of the 
total membership 35,278 were in the 
urban churches and 55,975 in the rural 
churecnes.

Thé personality and music of Ru- 
dolph Friml, composer of “Rose Marie,” 
“The Vagabond King,” “Katinka,”

Friml’s rise to eminence as one of the 
foremost modern composers and possi- 
bly as a successor to Victor Herbert, 
had its beginnings in a humble home 
in Prague, Boheinia, in 189", where the 
boy of 8 years, whose father worked in 
a bakery, flashed out his first original 
compositions On an accordion—music 
so inspiring that it caused his father 
to buy him a’cheap melodeon with the 
scanty funds which he and his wife had 
saved for their winter’s supply of wood. 

When the _ father trundled_ the 
inelodeon home on a_ wheelbarrow 
Friml’s mother threatened to smash it 
and burn it in place of the fuel, s0 
badly needed. She had no patience 
with the lad’s musical ombitions, but 
his father stood. by him, and the owner 
of the bakery, after hearing the boy 
play, advanced money to give him a 
course in the Prague Conservatory. 

Friml had as schoolmates Anton 
Dvorak, composer of the “New World 
Symphony,” a struggling lad like him- 
self, and Jan Kubelik. These three 
worked together for six or seven years, 
studying, composing, playing, earning a 
little money now and then by semi- 
amateur appearances. Finally, a local 
manager happened to hear them and 
started Friml and Kubelik on a concert 
tour, which was subsequently repeated 
for five successive seasons. They 
trouped through the little towns of 
Central Europe, half the time without 
enough to eat. Finally they got to Ber- 
l'. and made a success. London fol- 
lowed and it was there that Daniel 
Frohman heard them and signed the 
two artists for a tour of American 
cities, wr “ce fame “nd fortune awaited 
them.

The ‘pivot or twisting should be made 
as fast as the club is swung. This 
means that the body and the club come 
into the ball simultaneously, and that 
the body and club work together. This 
is what is meant by proper timing. 

Proper timing and rhythm can be 
obtained by concentrating on the left 
side of the body and its wor! and by 
not letting the right side of the body 
get in chead of the hands or letting 
the righ* hand do too much work. This 
causes mistiming, a jerk in the swing, 
wrong coordination of muscles, lacks 
the rhythm ~ 1c timing, and throws the 
whole swing out of tune.

WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, Feb. 5 (A.P.).+Qne of the 
interesting events in the ste.) indus- 
try the coming week will be the Janu- 


ary unfilled tonnage statement of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation next Friday, 
when an increase of around 300,000 
tons is anticipated. A gain of 518,430 
tons was reported at the close of De- 
cember. The smaller increase is be- 
lieved to be based on larger deliveries 
in January. Much business, however, 
was driven in the latter part of the 
month by the pick-up in buying, be- 
lieved due to the price advances. Book- 
ings reported as of December 31 were 
3,972,674 tons, so the anticipated gain 
would show forward business of about 
4,300, 000, against 3,000,177 tons a year 
ago. 


Stock market observers will watch 
trends closely this week, regarding it 
as # period of experiment which may 
disclose, if speculation is resumed on 
any large scale, the limit of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank’s influence over the 
money market. Resumption of specu- 
lation last week after the advance of 
the rediscount rate, which was regarded 
as a warning against too extensive 
speculation, was seen in some quarters 
as signalizing the passing of another 
restraining influence and as indica- 
tion that the bank, temporarily at 
least, has lost control. There are some 
who look for a further increase in the 
rate before the bank again may be 
dominant.

Increased Bank Rate Elicits 
“Mixed” Views—Auto 
Trade Expands.

NEW BRISKNESS SHOWN 
BY TEXTILE INDUSTRY 


Drop in Car Loadings Gives 
Little Concern—Bank 
Clearings Increase. 


New York, Feb. 5 (A.P.).—The curve 
on’ the American business chart con- 
tinued upward last week, with the steel 
industry again setting the pace. A 
stepping up of steel operations to more 
than €2 per «° .5 of capacity was an 
cutstanding feature. The gain was 


most noticeabie in operations of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation, in which the 
schedule was close to 89 per cent of 
capacity. 

In some quarters the ralsing of the 
Federal Reserve rediscount rate in New 
York was interpreted as an indication 
of expanding commercial borrowing, 
and consequently as an_ implied 
augury of further improvement in busi- 
hess. “This bullish interpretation con- 
trasted with the belief held in other 
quartefs that the increase in the rate 
was a gesture of warning against 
further increases in speculative credit 


Expansion in Borrowings. 


The seasonal expansion in commercial! 
borrowing usually makes itself felt 
along about the first of February, and 
reached formidable proportions by the 
middle of the month. Bills discounted 
by the twelve Federal Reserve Banks 
showed a substantial increase, indicat- 
ing that the increase in .demand for 
commercial funds already is under 
way. 

Signs of improvement were reported 
by the lumber trade, particularly in the 
Pacific Northwest. Both foreign and 
domestic demand was on the up-grade. 
and considerable expansion in the fur- 
niture industdy was expected to in- 
crease the interest in lumber. 

The automotive trade continued to 
enlarge, stimulated by automobile 
shows in Chicago and other large cen- 
ters of population. Employment in 
Detroit increased more than _ 2,000. 
which is deemed a good index of ex- 
panding operations in motor manufac- 
ture. 

Txtiles strode forward more briskly 
than in several weeks. Rayon fabrics 
were in particularly large demand and 
more active buying was reported in the 
Silk division. The curtailment of pro- 
duction of cotton goods appeared to 
have a beneficial effect, but wool goods 
were rather quieter than in preceding 
weeks. 


Continued Need of Moisture. 


Continued need of moisture was felt 
in some of the wheat and cotton belts. 


but crops were not affected serlously 
enough to effect prices materially 
Wheat quot:.cions, indeed, were a shade 
under those of the week before. A lib- 
eral export demand for corn caused 
slight gains in the price for that com- 
modity. 

In the wholesale and jobbing trade 
the spring demand was quite keen, and 
movements indicated expectations of 
good retail business. In some districts 
January sales succeeded in clearing 
shelves of large stocks of Sintee mer- 
chandise which had sold slowly because 
of unseasonable weather throughout 
Deceinber and during a large part of 
January. 

Declines in car loading figures at- 
tracted no great amount of concern, 
inesmuch as declines are usual at this 
time of yar. Gains Over a year ago 
were shown in loadings of merchandise, 
live stock and miscellaneous freight. 


Affect 


The petroleum industry was affected 
by reports of low earnings in 1£27, due 
to the heavy overproduction which 
crippled the business last summer. Pro- 
duction in th? last week, however, con 
tinued to show a satisfactory trend 
toward lower levels. 

Bank clearings in the principal finan. 
cial centers increased about 10 per 
cent over the preceding week, and more 
than 7 per cent over the corresponding 
period of last year.
